Nor have I fuch a conceit of any thing that 
is my own, as to fuppofe it free from the weak- 
nefs and defeats which I can efpy elfewhere ; ] 
doubt not but others may find as many faults 
here : Nay, I cannot think any thing of thij 
nature to be fo complete, but that the Authoi 
himfelf (in tradl of time} may fee reafon te 
add or fubtrad^ to alter or amend many parti- 
culars : Indeed, I fhall as foon exped to fee 
a fhoe made to fit every foot, as a particulai 
Form of Prayer exadly to fuit all thie circum- 
ftances of every foul. 

I cannot undertake that the following Pray- 
ers ihould anfwer all the occafions which any 
Qsae may ever find for prayer : But they that 
have the fpirit of fupplication, can tell how tc 
fill up what is wanting : And fuch as I help in 
moft cafes, may help themfclves in the reft, 
I am rather apt to think, that fo many as are 
here fet down, will be cenfured for more than 
needful ; but (it being eafy to pare off) the 
cenfors may let alone what they count fuper- 
fluous ; leaving it to thofe that will not difdain 
its affiftance ; and I had rather be under an 
Jaiputation from fome of my neighbors, foi 
baiying mjfel£ ttkoit than 1 \i«iN^ txt^^ in a

\vork that might have been fpared, than bear 
d! the recoilings of my own mind for ncgle^ing 
l^j to impart any thing that 1 thought might be 
d- of ufe and fervice to the reft. 
nj If any judge that I might better have left 
ej this behind me, not to be feen till I (hould 
myfelf have been no more feen : I was once 
of the fame mind, and had fo continued ; but 
that I could not be fufe, that many for w hom 
defigned it, might not be taken off before me ; 
whereby this piece of friendfhip which I had 
for them, would have been loft to them : And 
now that I do undertake the thing which is 
liable to many refledions, (whoever be the 
manager) every one thinking he has a title to 
judge of that wherein every one is equally 
concerned ; and that judgment paffing accord- 
ing to the different principles and fentiments, 
and the particular genius and humour of each, 
*tis not poffible here to pleafe every one : But 
however, I fhall not fail of my defign, if I can 
be fo happy as to profit fome. And if fo be I 
take any way peculiar to myfelf, I ftiall only 
alledge, that it is but the fame liberty as moll 
writers of this fubjed have taken.

Prayer ; not becaufe I count it improp 
that time to be ufed, but becaufe I thin 
have ftill a liberty of adding or omittin 
and therefore I have pointed to it for one 
of the day, and left it ouc in the other ; 
they that are for it, as an appendage to al 
prayers ufed in their houfes, may make 
if they pleafe, notwithftanding that I ftii 
fome of the family prayers without it. 1 1 
no diftia<aion neither of ordinary days ; 
ufiderftand not why the prayer that ferve 
Monday or Tuefday, flbould not be. as 
and proper for any other day of the week 
I have offered fome variety, that you 
take fometimes one form, and fometimes 
ther ; or ibme part of this form and fon 
that, as you fee occafion, and fhall judge 
pertinent. 

But I make a great differ^ence of the qua 
ofperfoQS, and ftates of the foul, and fc 
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1;. of the life ; according to which, I have diftri- 
c: buted and fuited the offices here propofed. — 
i^ And though it be not needful to adapt a prayer 
to every man's paiticular employment in the 
fi world i yet no man, (whatever be his place 
nr and calling) but may find many prayers here 
a; fitted to the condition of his foul, and to the 
ri; great emergencies of his life. Only I would 
)] caution any who may need to be fo advertifed, 
Yci that I do not intend the particular prayers en- 
t: titled for fuch and fuch perfons, of particular 
[\ ranks and ftations, as their excufe to fuperfede 
i all praying elfe, as if fuch perfons needed to 
ai ufe no other prayers ; but thofe, over and 
£ above, they may fometimes add to the reft : 
: And fo prudently choofing agreeable offices, 
ii and fo taking this my whole performance, with 
j: a little of Chriftian candour, and the allow- 
le ance for common weaknefs, I am willing to 
f: hope it may not be unacceptable to thofe in 
i: my neighbourhood (for whom I am chiefly 
'J concerned) as coming from one of your ac- 
; quaintance, my brethren, and one not fo ut- 
3;i terly unacquainted with the pradice and the 
I benefitof fuch exercifes of devotion : but that 
3-j I am able to fay fomewhat from my own ex- 
V perience (and that of many years) in this way. 
" However fmall (I muft confefs) is my profi- 
,1 ciency, to what it might have been ; yet the 
I feveral ftages that my foul has gone through ; 
I the trials and temptations that I have had ; 
,' and terrors and perplexities wherewith I have 
c^ grappled j the cohnifts and ttoublt% o£ TOvc\d. 
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that I have lain under, the many fins that I 
have fallen into, (greyious to myfelf, and 
heinous in the fight of God, though not fo 
fcandalous as fome others, to the view of the 
world ;) and the efcapes that I have made, the 
prefervations and deliverances, the mercies and 
bleflings, the revivings and comforts, that I 
have found ; are fo many enticements to me, 
and fo many engagements upon me, to do 
fomewhat according to the ability which God 
hath given me, for the diredlion, the fupport, 
and help of others, that may be in the like 
condition- And may the thing here done be 
but well taken by any that fear God (the 
generation of them that feek his face, and arc 
in love with piayer!) I (hall then little concern 
myfeif what's the refcntment or cenfure of any 
one elfe ; whether it be the worldly drudge, 
the fordid earth-worm, that throws prayers out 
€f doors, as his interruption and hindrance ; 
or the diflblute epicure, that takes pleafure in 
nothing but his mire, and (brinks from draw- 
ing nigh to the Holy God, as his hated talk 
and torment ; or the profane droll, that even 
laughs his Judge £iternal in the face, and 
mightily applauds himfelf, for daring to make 
a fcorn of all that is ferious and facred ; or 
the trifling impertinent, that is for all manner 
of exeicifes, but only thofe of religion j or 
lallly, the formal hypocrite, that only now 
and then pafles a flight compliment on the 
Majefty of Heaven, but ftill mortally hates 
the hfe and ppwer of gocHinefe. The fenfe

and the fatisfadion of one pious experienced 
Chriftian, that has known the grace of God in 
truth, is more to me than the exceptions and 
the clamours of a thoufand fuch as thcfe. 

If this piece fly further abroad than my firfl: 
intention ; and if others, that know nothing 
of what concerns me, may pick out any thing 
here to further them in the way heaven-ward, 
I fhall have the more caufe then to blefs God, 
for making me fuch an inftrument of his grace. 
Yea, where I can but do the lead good to 
any poor foul, I fhall not think my labour in 
vain in the Lord. But my great care is for 
the fouls of whom I have the charge ; and for 
the reft of my friends and neighbours within 
my reach, whom I have (you know) fo much 
and often importuned and called upon to give 
themfelvcs to prayer, both in your families, 
and in your retirements every day. Not barely 
to read, or fay over fo many words of prayer 
(as if it would prefently make all whole and 
well, only to ufe fuch or fuch a form, that 
you think pertinent to your cafe, as a plaifter 
fit for the fore) but to do it with a praying 
heart, with a mind intent upon the work, and 
your fpirits engaged in his fervice. The rea- 
fons for which, and the neceffity of it, with 
the lawfulnefs and expediency of 
Liberty of ufing forms (efpecially where other 
Pw^affcrt- abilities are wanting) I fhall not 
infift upon here ; becaufe I have 
done It already elfeN<^h^i^.

I fhould have enlarged tjie forms for fami 
in feveral parts, efpeciaHy-in thofe pertain 
to the confeffions of fin j ^hich (as an exc 
lent biftiop of this church, upon the fun 
of this book, according to his wife and hg 
ble piety, was pleafed to give me his fen 
need more to be infifted upon than commo 
we find ; but that I feared fuch enlargeme 
of the prayers might binder many fami 
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from ufing them at all : an# though now I was 
folicited again, to haften another review, in 
order to the. impreffion, more additions you 
might have feen throughout the book ; but 
that I (hould thus have made it too chargeable 
for fome pockets, and too bi^lky for any. 

The many emendations, therefore, which 
intelligent perufcrs may obferve in this new 
edition will not add either to the lize or price; 
but only make fome things more fmooth and 
eafy to thofe of inferior capacity ; and the 
intermixture of many more words here than 
fotmerly, now fet in the Italic letter, may not 
only brighten the page, but better engage the 
attention, and quicken the fenfe of common 
readers.

Thou doit not bid us feek thy face in vakt 
nor ferve thee for nought ; but art a Lord, that 
hath pleafure in the profperity of thy fervanti, 
and payed us not accordmg to our poor iin- 
perfcd fervices, but giveft like thyfelf infinitely 
good^ and moft rich in mercy : the gift ofGoi 
is eternal life through Jtl\jks Chrift our Lord, 'ft 
not any thing in thy laws, O gracious Lordi 
but the finfulnefs of our depraved nature^ that 
makes any of them feem grievous to us, which 
are all holy and Ju^ and good, tending only to 
promote our prefent and eternal happinejs^ 
Nor is it any thing in thy bleffed fervice, but 
the indifpofednefs of our own vile hearts^ that 
makes any part of that tedious to us, which il 
the work and joy of angels ; and our wildom, 
honour, and intereil ; yea, what we may make 
our delight^ as well as our duty, to perioim« 
Holy God, we are all as an unclean thing, ani 
jail our very ^ighteoufnejfes are ^^ filthy rags : nbr 

can 
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ran we ever hope to be juililied in thy fight, 
upon the account of any workr^ or 'worth of 
our own : for by our own hearts and deeds we 
are reproved and condemned, and (liould be 
left fpeecblefs in the judgment, if thou, O Lord, 
fliouldft call us to account, according to the 
merits even of our befl fervices. But we delirc 
to take refuge VLnd JarUHuary under the Ihadow 
of our crucified Saviour ; and to be found in 
him, not having our own righteoufnefs, but 
that which is by the faith of Jefus Chriil, that 
the fhame of our nakednefs may be covered, and 
all our finful deformities hid from thine eyes : 
that thou mayeft forgive us mercifully, and 
receive us gracioufly, and love us freely in the 
Son of thy love, in whom thou art well pleafcd. 
Command a blefling, we pray thee, O Lord, 
upon the ivordy which this day we have heard, 
and upon all the means oi grace that have been 
ufed for the good of our fuuls. It is not of him 
that piantttb, nor of him that watererb, but of 
thee our God, who giveth the increafe. O be 
thou pleafed to fecond the preaching of thy 
Word with the powerful iufluences of thy giace 
and holy fpirit ; that it may be the favour of 
fi/r to our fouls, And the power of God to our 
falvation. O let us fo hide thy word in our 
hearts that we may not (as we have done) lin 
againil thee, that it may be as a treafure wiihiu 
IM ; to (land us in ftead, in every hour of 
temptation^ and in all the time and cafes of 
our need : That we may walk more humbly

fo obedient to the holy precepts of thy word-f j 
that, finally, we may enjoy the glorious ^rv^l 
mifes, of which it gives us the blefled revivin|f j 
hopes.

Supply the want of thy public ordinances^ 
(we befeech thee) by the immediate teacbitigi^ 
of thy good fpirit, to all fuch as through an/l 
unavoidable impediments are kept from themv^ 
And continue to us, O gracious Lord, the^^ 
light of thy gofpeU and all the happy opportil-^ 
nities, which we enjoy for oury&tt/j- advantag^^ 
And preferve us alfo, by thy grace, from the' 
curfe of barrennefs^ under all thy holy means\ ^ 
and abundant mercies ; for it were better for' 
us we never had them, if we were not the* 
better for them. That they may not there- 
fore, hereafter rife up in judgment againft ui» ^ 
O make them now efficacious to us ; and write 
thy laws in our hearts^ and caufe them to ac- 
complifh all the purpofes of thy grace in our 
fovls^ and to Ihine forth with a convincing 
fplendor in our lives ; to make us every way 
fuch as thou woddlt have us. 

And now we give thaoks (as we are infi- 
nitely bound) to thee, O Lord God, our hea- 
venly Father, for the mercies of this day ; and 
for thy great mercy and goodnefs that has 
hitherto followed us all the days oi owe lives ;

our reafon^ limbs and fenfes^ and for the 
nforts of all thy good creatures ; for the 
idnefs oi friends^ and fafety from our enemies ;

O how have { failed and finned in all mfi 
relations. As a fuperior^ in pride and vanity ^ 
as an inferior, in ftubbornefs and envy : at ad 
parent and child, mqfler and fervant^ friend aflii 
Tk^igbbour : not difcharging my duty in any c»^ 
pacity as I ought. > 

How carelefs have I been of my own an^^ 
otber fouls ! How pafTionate and unmerciful,! 
contentious and revengeful ! Bitter in my^ 
wordjj malicious in my beart^ tempting fomtii 
into foul-ruining fins ; and not doing what In IB^I 
lies, to keep others from the wicked undcMii^ 
of chemfelves ; not exerting my defiies and 
endeavours to do good unto alL 

Lord, I am unclean, unclean ! defiled with 
filthy imaginations rolling in my head, and laft- 
ful defires harbouring in my heart, and breaks

Lord of love, thou haft hclj 
many poor miferable fouls in a low dangc 
cafe : and many (I believe) are now triu^ 
ing and praifing thee in glory ^ who much J 
long r^^^f/^-rf againft thee here below, 
are the wonders of thy grace ^ to get thee 
in feeking and faving that which was*! 
And thy hand is not Jhortened ; nor thy me 
abated: but dill thou art able and read^ 
help and fave, as ever thou waft* O put 
in the way where all thy goodnefs may paf^ 1 
fore me : and help me to exercife fuch hull 
liation and repentance in thy fight, that tl

OWHAT am I, poor unworthy finful 
wretch, that I fhould go to the table 
of tbe Lord, and put myfelf on, for the portion 
of hi^ faints !

«nd fear, do pull me back, and make me ready 
to conclude \X prefumptuous and vain for me, ever 
to exped fuch high honour and favour from 
thee ; after I have fo foully mijbebaved myfelf 
towards thee, I duril not think of making fo 
near approaches to thy holy Majefty, but that 
thou arc pleafed to invite and command us fo to 
do. Nor could I ever hope for fuch heavenly 
bleilings at thy hands, O Lord, but that thou 
art fo infinitely good and kindy even to fuch as 
dcferye nothing from thee ! but to be forfaken 
and abhorred by thee. Inftead of ftretching 
forth a fceptre of mercy, to invite me to thy 
table ; thou mighteft with rod of thy wratb^ 
dafh me in pieces as ^ potter^ s veffel: and inftead 
of entertaining me with the bread of life, and 
tlie cup of bleffing^ mighteft give me the bread 
and water of qjSii£lion ; and throw me down, 
where I fliould in vain cry out for a drop to 
cool my tongue.

in the blood of thy Son, and be cleanfed : that 
may receive of thy infinite fulnefs, all that& 
wanting in my wretched y^^; that I may u 
touch my Saviour, as to perceive virtue frq«i 
him ; to heal my iinfiil f^res^ and to enable nM 
for thy faithful yirz/iV^. 

O that 1 may come in the humbltjl vo^nxMl 
with all reverence and godly fear ; and wiA 
the moft earnefl longings after Chrift Jefus; and 
the heartieft rejolutions to live unto hira, that 
was pleafed to die for me ! And do thou VD^ 
ftrud me, O Lord, and affift me in the examh 
nation^ the humiliation^ and preparation of my* 
felf; in order to my fafe and comfortable piUE* 
ticipation of this holy ordinance.

> teach me to wa^k in xvifdom towa ds them 
tiat are wiihouU^ and in all kindnefs towards 
bem that are wUhin ; and without offence (in 
prudence and ufefulnefs) to all. • Make me 
rife in the choice^ and in the ufe of my company, 
hat they may not be to me, nor I to tbem> 
in occafion of falling ; but that we may be mu- 
ual helps and ediiiers of one another, and ex- 
mples of all that is good, and imitable and 
waifc-worthy.

The Communion of Saints,

Yea, 
as all the parts of the body (how mean foever) 
fhare in the fame life as is in the head and 
beart ; and the nobkfl members defpifc not the 
vilejl ; but the lowefl are of iife tb the bigbeft 
and all confpire for the joint intereft of the 
whole ; fo I, as a part of t\\\% great body^ (whilft 
I Jlraggle not for myfelf, but keep to the floch 
of Cbrifi, and join'^ith tbeiri'ih the woi*(hip 
afld fervice of my Lord, and tender and love 
them in my heart) am one of their happy number, 
a-nd do ftiare in tht prayers of every faithful 
chrijlian throughout the world ; and communi-- 
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gating now with the faints in all offices of love^ 
ilhalibe advanced^ with them, to the pai!<rf* 
iion of their heavenly inheritance in internal life.

But it eiiiigiicetts tny heart to hear of God mani-' 
fefted. in tie fiefb ; to undergo all the penalties 
of (m, in the very nature that finned ; to bear 
oor fins it^ Wi oaiwn body on the tree. And 
when our All^fuifficncnl: Snrety has finiihed the 
atcJnementy will^the j-.iftice of God require a 
fecond Jpayracnt I No, <Jod is not only mer^' 
cifuU twt j«ft a!fo in jnftifying the believers 
to Je^o;^ ; who ?vras tnade (in fov us, who knew 
no fin^ that we might .be made the righteouf- 
nefs 4if God in him. And now all the frightfal 
guilt is rwaliotved up hi that Fountain opened 
lor iinimH uncleaanofs ; like as a drop of ink 
Is loft in* a «?tighty river, fo that ray Ipiilt 
rejoices in God my Saviour ; and I thank God, 
throogh Jefiis Chrid oor Lord, whofe blood 
cleanfes us from all oxxrjin.

Rathec let me go without ray 
full re pad in the evening of this mortal life; fi) 
that 1 break my faft on thy heavenly pkafures 
of eternity, in the dawning of the Lajl Day, I do 
not hate thee, my ovjnjl^^ to bid xht^Jlay and 
keep thy appetite for entettainments infinitely ^f/- 
ter; feeing I believe the refurredlion of the body^ 

And 
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AAj} the Life everlasting. Amen*. 

This is the centre t)f our defire^ and the crown 
of our joys ; the drift of our whole religion; 
and the height of all perfeBion : That whicli 
eafes all our labours, and makes our very 
troubles look cheerful upon. us. Wretched re- 
lief is the heathens antidote againft the dread 
oi death ; only to think, that die we muft.

Ail this I believe ; and 1 believe it is mort] 
than all this which I believe, in believing thcj 
life everlajling. My life is hid with Chrift in 
God ; and the life which I now live^ i live by, 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, andj 
gave himfelf for me. And when Chrift, who 
is OLir life^ fliall appear, then (hall I alio appear 
with him in glory. O let me now begin the life 
of heaven, and hereafter I (hall never know its 
end: while I am here alive, may I fo die to the 
fc'^/h and the world, that when I depart from 
hence, I may live to God with Chrift ; which 
is the li/e incomparably bejl of all. A m^n. Amen.
